There are families of DAKE in several of the Coanties of England. ‘Two hundred 
years ago, the two principal were those of Deron and Yorkshire. ‘The Arme of both 
aire the same, while the Cress differ. As these are to be seen in all books of Héeraldre 
they do not require to be Boticed here. A thinl considerable family may be meniioned, 
namely, that of Norfolk. Ib is perhaps of pearly tho same antiquity, and dophtlest 
has the samo origin, ax its Arms are the same. ‘Ths fabled Droconis io the shield is 
ite signifieant of the origin of tho family name; an fx hence eommon propa to 
those bearing the nama. The Crest bern giren belo ge to the Devonshire branch, 
while that on the right band belongs to the Yorkshire and Norfolk branches. ‘There 
are a few other Crests however, amonz the Norfolk families, bar they do not require 
particalar notice ax they are of tore modern origin. At what period the fir of the 
name cane into Haglund if unkoawn, en ikewie from what part of the Continent 
they emigrated.
